CIGARETTE burn on fne 
wood is a rid sight. 

One pood method is to use 
filver polish containing? a very 
fine abrasive. If you work on 
at carefully, the burned spot 
should blend inte fhe surround: 
ing area. 


How It’s Done 


Puta small amount of si 
polish on a fokled and lig 
dampened soft, clean cloth-—1 
pad about the size of your hand. 
Stroke the burned spot lgnhtly, 
working with (he wood gram 
and covering an area at Teast 
three times the size of the: burn. 

Don't be alormed when the 
area treated becomes = lighter 
than the rest of the surface. This 
is from the cleansings action ot 
the silver polish, Apply furni- 
ture polish or wax that contains 
adye. To-conceal the lightened 
aren, apply the polish as muny 
times os necessary ta restore 
colour. 


Baff the Surface 


- When the bum has blended in 

with the surrounding drea, buf 
the entire surface, Should heat 
marks fail {0 respond to a 
polishing with (urniture wax or 
a cream polish, try the treat 
ment oullined above for burns.
